To Amend Compensation Bill

A bill amending the workmen's com-
pensation law has been reporied out
by the house committee on labor and
placed on genernl file. 1t is H. R.
526, and has been amended to include
the main provisions of two other hille,
H. R. 44 and H. R, 182, In general,
the effect of the amended bill is as
follows:

1. Allows an injured employe, or
in cage of death, his personal repre-
sentative, glx months time aflter the

injury in which to decide whether lm’

will accept compensation under thoe
law or bring sult for damages,

2. Ralses compensation for total
digability or loss of members, from

one-half to two-thirds of weeskly
wages continuing for specified perviods
of time,

3. Reduces initial non-compensa
tory period for minoy Injuries (rom
two weeks to one week. .

A bill forbidding employers to de-
duct from the wages of thelr employ-
@8, under any cireumstances, was
killed by the labor committee,

An appropriation of $20,000 for pay-
Ing the railroud fare and other ex-
penses of Nebraska civil war veterans
to Vieksburg for the memorial anni-
versary celebration to be held at the
national cemetery there this year has
been reported out by the finance com
mittee of the house.
